Washington, October 21.—The Liberty 
Loan campaign swings into the home- 
stretch tomorrow with subscriptions of 
only $1,973,000,000, or slightly under 40 
per cent of the hoped-for maximum. In 
the final spurt to the finish next Sat- 
urday, officials said tonight?it carries a 
handicap, regarded as unnecessary, in 
the form of widespread reports that the 
totals announced by the treasury de- 
partment are actually far below the to- 
tals really sdbscribed. 

This handicap, it is said, is imposed 
unwittingly by the loan's best friends, 
w'» have come to believe, in many in- 
g snces, that the treasury department 
‘as deliberately made the total sub- 
scriptions appear less “iby several] hun- 
dred million dollars” than the real re- 
turns. No such practice, it was em- 
phatically asserted tonight, has pre- 
vailed.

Killed in Berths. 

The torpedo struck the ship at a 
quarter to 7 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing. Many of those on board were kill- 
ed\ in their berths, while others were 
dressing. The explosion killed the en- 
gineers, oilers and mechanicsand those 
of. the crew who were in the bunks be- 
low. 

All the survivors praise the captain 
of the Antilles and the members of the 
gun crew, who stuck to their posts 
while the officers searched with field 
glasses for the submarine until the 
waves closed over the ship. 

When the Antilles sank forty or fifty 
men were at the stern. Most of them 
leaped fifty feet 6r more into the sea 
as the stern rose to a perpendicular 
position and some were drawn down 
by the suction of the sinking vessel. 

The submarine was not sighted either 
before or after the explosion. The sea 
was r@nning high at the time, making 
it difficult to save the crew and pas- 
sengers. Some survivors, clinging to 
‘debris, were in the water an hour be- 
fore they were sighted by the life boats.

Quartermaster General Wants 
Knowledge of Conditions to 
Meet Criticism. 


Washington, October 21.—(Special.) 


Major General Henry C. Sharpe, quar- 
termaster general! of the army, is soon 
to make an inspection trip which will 
take him to Camps Jackson, Wheeler, 
Green and Gordon, and elsewhere after 
these places are visited. He will be 
accompanied by Captain Charles B. Daly, 
military storekeeper, quartermaster 
corps, and several clerks. 

It is General Sharpe's purpose to ac- 
quire an intimate knowledge of the 
conditions of the various commands, 
Particularly as concerns his corps. It 
will enable the military authorities to 
meet such criticisms as have be- 
&un to be expressed in various quarters 
as to the lack of clothing, inferiority 
of shelter, inadequacy of heating appa- 
ratus, and the numerous other details 
that critics have seized upon as defects 
in the system providing for the aug- 
mented military forces. 

Reports from quartermasters at the 
division camps and cantonments indi- 
cate the use of an excessive amount of 
water, in some cases running as high as 
125 gallons per capita per day. The 
designs for the camp water systems 
were based on fifty-five gallons per 
capita per day, which was considered 
liberal. Accordingly, it has been di- 
rected that the necessary steps be tak- 
en to have the use of water so controll- 
ed as to come within this allowance. 

The secretary of war has called the 
attention of organization commanders 
to the great need of economy in the use 
of foods. The injunction has been given 
that every effort be made to reduce 
wastage to a minimum. It is shown 
that the kitchens and messes will be 
under public observation and wastage 
of food will lead to much adverse criti- 
cism.

Today the country is confronted by a 
fuel situation that is so acute and so sert- 
ous as almost to threaten disaster; and all 
because our streams, with their tremendous 
potential horse-power in hydro-electric en- 
ergy, are permitted year after year to run 
idly to waste when .they ought to be in 
harness doing much of the work upon which 
we depend on coal. 

It is foolish for us to try to delude our- 
selves that this is not so, or to endeavor to 
minimize the facts. 

There never was a time in the history 
of the country when it was more imperative 
that every industrial wheel be kept turning 
to the capacity of its speed, and every unit 
of our railroads’ carrying capacity be kept 
employed in the business of preparing for 
battle with the most powerful and deter- 
mined foe that ever menaced the nation. 

Yet even today there are important in- 
dustrial plants standing idle because of the 
lack of coal for power-generation, and rail- 
roads are confiscating coal, intended for in- 
dustrial or domestic use, as a sheer neces- 
sity to keep steam in their locomotives! 

The physical suffering that this condi- 
tion bids fair to entail, while apparent to a 
limited degree now, will not begin to be 
realized until winter sets in in the more 
rigorous climates of the north, east and 
west. 

There is everywhere a shortage of coal 
for power purposes—coal with which to 
make steam to supply motive power for 
railroads, factories and other industrial 
power consumers—while day after day, 
week after week, month by month and year 
by year, almost enough potential power to 
equal that for which the nation now de- 
pends upon its waning coal and oil supply 
is suffered to run idly and unused into the 
sea! 

In round numbers there is more than 
55,000,000 potential horse-power in the 
streams of this country that is put to no 
use. 

That this is so is due to federal neglect 
that is almost criminal. It is because the 
potential hydro-electric energy of our 
streams has not been developed, and it has 
not been developed solely because congress 
has not permitted it. 

This matter is very forcibly presented 
in the address of Congressman John H. 
Small, of New York, delivered before the 
Southern Commercial congress in New 
York city, October 16, and which appears 
in part in another column of this page. 

Mr. Small’s presentation has additional 
weight because of the fact that he, being a 
member of congress himself, is in position 
to know the conditions he describes, and to 
know the facts, when he ascribes those con- 
ditions, as he does, to “legislative inertia 
on the part of the federal government,” 
such as “constitutes an inexplicable phase 
of our national life!” 

He shows the eagerness of capita] to 
harness the latent water-power of the coun- 
try, if congress would only make the way 


'“Men of business capacity and of tech- 
nical and scientific experiénce,” he said— 


“men who are recognized students of 
hydroelectric development, including 
manufacturers of the products for which 
hydro-electric energy would be used, 
have repeatedly importuned congress and 
have endeavored to secure the approval 
of the executive department: asking for 
legislation which would result in the 
establishment of hydro-electric plants 
upon navigable streams or upon govern- 
ment domain.” 

But through all these years their appeals 
have been in vain because of the inability 
of the two branches of congress to reconcile 
their respective differences of opinion as to 
details of water-power development legis- 
lation! 

Certainly, the enormity of this national 
neglect has by now been so vividly im- 
pressed upon congress that it will force 
action at the next session. 

Between Washington and Birmingham 
every railroad line bridges on 
streams cortaining sufficient

every pound of coal consumed for power 
purposes in every factory and_ industrial 
plant in the southeast! 

The Chattahoochee river is typical. This 
river, if developed, would supply enough 
hydro-electric power to run every train of 


_ every railroad company serving the terri- 


tory that it drains, and every industrial 
stablishment situated within its water- 
py and, more than that, the develop- 
ment of its power would also make of the 
Chattahoochee a navigable water course 
from Atlanta to the Guif of Mexico! 

And the Chattahoochee is only one of 
the many possible water thoroughfares run- 
ning through the southeast, the develop- 
ment of which would have similar results 
in the furnishing of electric power and 
means of water transportation. 

And yet, through all of these years, 
Georgia's representatives in congress have 
never lifted a hand in protest against this 
neglect! 

It is unthinkable that they or their col- 
leagues can longer defer action; and the 
country well may hope for a measure of 
relief at the hands of congress during the 
next session—at least enough to r@move the 
legislative barriers that now stand in the 
way of this wonderful development.

‘Legislative Inertia” Is 
Blamed by Congressman 
For Shortage of Coal 


| ale of oats, and 96 bushels of potatoes. 


In an address on “Water Power, an Un- 
developed Resource,” before the Southern 
Commercial Congress, in New York city, Oc- 
tober 16, Congressman John H. Small, of 
New York, said that the present scarcity of 
coal in the United States is attributable in 
large part to “legislative inertia upon the 
part of the federal government.” 

Congress, he pointed out, has long been 
asleep upon its opportunity to forestall pre- 
cisely such a fuel situation as the country 
faces today by enacting such legislation 
as would justify capital in’ the development 
of the nation’s water power resources, thus 
supplanting steam with hydro-electric power 
largely in the nation’s industries and for 
the running of trains, by which the tre- 
mendous quantities of coal now consumed for 
power-generating purposes would be avail- 
able for uses for which electricity is not 
practical or where it is not available. 


A National Subject. 


Mr. Small, in part, said: 

“Without exaggeration it may be stated 
that from an economic and commercial stand- 
point the development of our wasting water 

ower is one among the most vital prob- 
ems before the American people. hile 
the subject appeals more strongly to the 
southern and far western sections of the 
country where the greater proportion of the 
water powers are located, yet the question 
is national in scope and benefits and affects 
alike the cotton planter of the south, the 
farmer on the prairies of the Mississippi val- 
ley and the residents of our great citles. 

“While every student of economics will 
concede the importance of adding this mo- 
tive energy to our industrial life, yet the 
singular condition is presented at this time 
that out of a total of 60,000,000 horsepower 
available in the United States only 5,500,000 
horsepower, or about 8 per cent, have thus 
far been developed. 

“The utilization of this enormous amount 
of energy, latent but now wasting in our 
falling waters, is intimately related to the 
solution of such great national problems 
as the extension of our interior waterways, 
the national defense, increase of food sup- 
plies, conservation of coal, oil and labor, 
irrigation of arid lands, and railroad car 
shortage. Not alone would the development 
of this resource conserve vast quantities 
of coal and the labor now employed in the 
mining and distribution of same, but the 
hydro-electric energy thus brought into 
service could be utilized in the manufacture 
of explosives, fertilizers, wood pulp and pa- 
per, electro chemicals, copper and aluminum, 
the operation of railroads, the operation of 
irrigation pumping plants and farm ma- 
chinery, and in numerous other industrial 
processes. 


A Development Axiom. 


“It is an axiom that the internal develop- 
ment of a country must precede its external 
or foreign commerce. Exports are dependent 
upon domestic production and imports are 
likewise based on domestic consumption 
created by local industry and trade. The de- 
velopment of our water powers is vitally 
necessary to the industria! progress of the 
nation and to the healthy growth of its for- 
eign trade. 

“There are few natural resources which 
can be used and at the same time conserved. 
The use of water which flows past today 
is lost if not utilized, while the ful) use 
of the water today*for generating energy 
does not diminish the supply of tomorrow. 
The fullest conservation of water power 
may only be realized by its complete utili- 
zation. Water power development. brings 
comfort and profit to humanity without de- 
ll tahacate without deterioration and without 
Oss. 

“We have only arrived at the borderland 
of the electric age, vet the wonderful agency 
of electricity has become the most popular, 
reliable and capable servant of man in doing 
the world’s work. Power and machinery af- 
ford the best supplementary means toward 
furnishing humanity with the necessities, 
comforts and luxuries of-life. Instead, how- 
ever, of utilizing the energy contained in the 
forces of our descending waters, we are 
obtaining the’ energy mainly from steam 
through the use of coal, which can never 
be replaced, and which requires hundreds 
of thousands of men for mining at a time 
when labor is so scarce and when cars for 
transportation are so acutely required for 
carrying merchandise and raw materials 


Neglected Waterways. 


“The inability of the railroads alone to 
meet the transportation demands of the 
country which has been so manifest at times 
during the past several decades is now be- 
ing acutely illustrated. The only other in- 

rumentality of transportation to which we 

lay turn lies in the utilization of our in- 
terior waterways. A careful estimate shows 
that if the water powers which are now wast- 
ing in the rivers of the United States were 
wisely developed, and if locks were installed 
in the power dams, that over four thousand 
miles of the upper reaches of these streams 
would be made navigable. If these river 
improvements were in one stream it would 
be equivalent to creating a navigable water- 
way across the continent from New York to 
San Fraficisco. In reality, it would mean the 
extension of navigation for an agereewate of 
4,000 miles in about thirty-five rivers which 
traverse twenty states in such widely sep- 
arated sections of the country as Connecticut, 
Maasachusetts, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Alabama, Georgia, Tennessee, Flor- 
ida, Arkansas, Ohio, Kentucky, Missouri, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Washington and Idaho. 
The estimated cost of these river improve- 
ments would be more than eight hundred 
million dollars, and if private capital and 
American enterprise were permitted to make 
these improvements for the purpose of 
developing electric energy, the federal gov- 
ernment would be relieved of, this expendi- 
ture except such amounts as might be neces- 
sary for the construction of locks and the re- 
moval of minor obstacles andy, obstructions 
in those portions of the streams not con- 
nected with power development. 

“While it might require a long period to 
improve all of the upper reaches of our 
interior waterways which could be opened 
to navigation in connection with the develop- 
ment of water powers, yet the opening to 
navigation of each hundred miles would 
thus increase our facilities of transporta- 
tion and the constructiow of river power 
dams and locks should be begun in different 
sections of the country without delay and 
prosecuted with reasonable expedition. 


Necessity Brought by War. 


“With our country at war and the neces- 
sity of mobilizing every resource and energy 
to increase production of farm, factory and 
mine, with great bodies of troops and sup- 

lies constantly moving, with our ships in 
oreign service, including those engaged tn 
coastwise and lake trade commandeered by 
the government to serve as carriers for 
troops, war material and. supplies, there 
will be an ever-increasing volume of com- 
merce. This demand for transportation will 
not cease with the conclusion of the war. 
How will we meet this condition? 

“Germany has thousands of miles of ca- 
nals and rivers which have been made nav- 
izgable which are now being utilized for 
transporting heavy products, leaving the rail- 
roads free for the rapid transportation of 
troops and food supplies. ‘Military experts 
have expressed the opinion that these inte- 
rior waterways have constituted a large 
factor in enabling Germany to prosecute her 
military operations because the rapid move- 
ment of her troops, munitions and supplies 
from one front to another would have been 
seriously impeded if the railroads had been 
burdened with the transportation of bulky 
products. 

“It can not be too often repeated that 
transportation facilities are the very founda- 
tion of industrial prosperity. The co-ordi- 
nation of rail carriers and water carriers in 
a complete and unified system of transporta- 
tion is a necessity of incalculable value to 
any progressive country. Cheap transporta- 
tion is as vital to industry and commerce 
as munitions to an army. In this connec- 
tion it may be stated that competent author- 
ities have estimated that over ten million 
horsepower could be produced from dams in- 
stalled in connection with the improvement 
of our interior waterways. 


Source of Fertilization. 


“We are constantly remtnded that we 
must increase food production which means 
that we must add to the fertility of our soil, 
to crop production and its allied animal in- 
dustry. While greater skill and the adop- 
tion of better farm methods are essential, 
it is still a basic fact that the soil must be 
made more fertile through the wise use of 
fertilizers. If we starve the soil, we starve 
ourselves. European countries through the 
use of about two hundred pounds of fertil- 
izer per acre of cultivated ground obtain 
an average yield per acre of 32 bushels of 
wheat, 47 bushels of oats, and 158 bushels of 
potatoes. In the United States with an av- 
erage of 28 pounds of fertilizer per acre of 
cultivated grounds we have the resultant 
production of 15 bushels of wheat, 29 nab.

Editor Constitution: I have read with in- 
terest your editorial in thie morning’s pa- 
per entitled “A Lesson From Macon,” and 
while recognizing the absolute right to 
formulate and express your own opinion on 
any subject, I would respectfully challenge 
your statement that “all of the world Is 
coming to recognize the fact that concrete 
paving, once properly put down, is, in point 
of durability and service, the best paving 
known.” 

I would not presume to put my own per- 
sonal opinion up as a criterion, because it 
would subject

But the records throughout the country, 
as compiled by the United States govern- 
ment, do not sustain your claim. The depart- 
ment of good roads at Washington a short 
while ago published a bulletin on concrete 
pavements pointing out its advantages and 
disadvantages and summarized the proposi- 
tion by saying that there were no 
that warranted a prediction as to the 
of a concrete road, because none had been 
in existence long enough to justify the gov- 
ernment in doing so. 

It ig true that there are a number of ap- 
parently splendid concrete streets in Macon, 
but the oldest in point of service is less than 
five vears and most of them less than three 
years old. I believe Colonel Gaillard has 
built the best concrete paving in the south, 
but neither he nor I would make a predic- 
tion with certainty as to their life, under 
modern motor traffic, especially trucks 

On your visit to Macon, you doubtless 


rendered twenty years’ service, with 
very little repairs and are good for many 
vears to come. So that in learning a lesson 
from Macon, Atlanta should not stop at the 
primary grade, but go through the high 
school of experience under the test of time, 
traffic and the ravages of the elements. 

But you have an object lesson right here 
in Atlanta in the brick pavement on South 
Forsyth street, for which I furnished the 
brick twenty years ago. On the block above 
Garnett, where the pavement has not been 
cut into or disturbed, the wear on same Is 
less than an eighth of an inch and the sur- 
face practically as smooth as when first 


built.

“Manufacturing plants costing millions of 
dollars and employing thousands of men and 
making products indispensable to the life 
of a nation, which might have been construct- 
ed in this — i have been located in for- 
eign countries. he continuation of such a 
policy is wasteful and destructive. 

“Inertia” Is “Inexplicable.” 

“Why have we been laggards in the util- 
ization of our water power resources? | 
think every intelligent student of the sub- 
ject will agree that the main, if not the sole 
reason, lies in the fact that congress has 
failed to enact suitable legislation permit- 
tin this development. This legislative in- 
crtin upon the part of the federal government 
constitutes an inexplicable phase of our na- 
tional life. Viewing the subject impartially 
it is difficult to explain why an enlightened 
government should fail to encourage the de- 
velopment of a great natural resource so im- 
portant to its people. The laws now in force 
controlling the use of water power are so 
narrow, so full of restrictions and contain 
such impracticable conditions that few pru- 
dent men of capital will venture to em- 
bark in the business. A natural resource 
which may not be used, may as well be non- 
existent. While holding no brief, except for 
the public, 1 think the statement may fairly 
be made that the fault does not lie with 
private enterprise. Men of business capacity 
and of technical and scientific experience 
who are recognized students of hydro-elec- 
tric development, including manufacturers 
of the products for which hydro-electric en- 
ergy would be used, have repeatedly impor- 
tuned congress and have engeavored to se- 


cure the approval of the executive depart- 


ment asking for legislation which would re- | 


sult in the establishment of hydro-electric 
plants upon navigable streams or upon the 
overnment domain. To be wise and ef- 
ective, federal legislation governing water 
power development must insure against dan- 
erous monopoly and must protect the public 
nterest upon the one hand and on the other 
must provide such fair and just conditions 
as would attract the necessary capital. Sure- 
ly legislation may be enacted which will 
meet these two conditions! Such legislation 
must be enacted or the government 


power, if this latent resource is to be made 
available in our economic and industrial 
progress. I assume that no wise citizen ad- 
vocates the entry of the federal or state 
governments in the development of water 


power 

“Ror some years in the past committees 
of both Bodies of congress have had under 
consideration the drafting of adequate leg- 
islation. Bills have been reported and passed 
both the house of representatives and the 
senate. but owing to differences between the 
two bodies which have not been reconciled, 
there has been no legislation. I submit that 
academic differences and individual ideals 
of jurisdiction should yield to the public wel- 
fare. Bills have been introduced in_ both 
bodies at this, the extraordinary session of 
the sixty-fifth congress. 
believe, the essential principles upon which 
wise legislation may be predicated which will 
conserve the public interest and yet make 
possible the full development of this poten- 
tial resource.”

Thousands of Negroes Pres- 
ent at Meeting Held at the 
Auditorium Sunday for 
Purpose of Securing Sub- 
scriptions. 


Six thousand Atlanta negroes were 
present in the Auditorium-Armory yes- 
terday afternoon at a mammoth negro 
mass meeting held for the purpose of 
securing subscriptions for the negro 
Y. M. Cc. A., now under construction on 
Butler street, between Auburn and 
Edgewood avenues. 

A total of $10,000 must be raised by 
December 1, if the negroes are to se- 
cure the $25,000 Rosenwald contribu- 
tion. They have received $40,000 in sub- 
scriptions, but the Rosenwald gift is 
conditioned on raising $50,000, allowing 
them until December to secure this 
amount. 

The negro women realized $1,301 sell- 
ing tags Saturday, and the total sub- 
scriptions received at the meeting Sun- 
day were $2,199, making a total of 
$4,000. They must now raise $6,000, but 
alli of the officials interested in the 
movement predict its success. 


Clark Howell’s Address. 

W. Woods White, through whose help 
the meeting Sunday was conducted, was 
present and announced himself well 
pleased with the outcome. Mr. Gamble, 
of the Proctor & Gamble company of 
Cincinnati, was present, the guest of 
Mr. White. Clark Howell, editor of The 
Constitution, made the principal ad- 
dress of the meeting, pledging the sup- 


port of the white people of Atlanta. 
Mr. Howell came, he observed, to as- 


sure them of the good will of the people | 


of Atlanta in the enterprise in which 
they were engaged, asserting that the 
white people are ready at any time to 
lend a helping hand to any movement 
which tends to uplift the morals and 
integrity of the black race. ay 

In speaking of the present condition 
of affairs he observed that in the war 
against Germany both whites and 
blacks are preparing to fight 3,000 
miles away from home for the freedom 
of mankind, and he felt confident that 
America would not send an army across 
the Atlantic to fight battles for free- 
dom without seeing that her citizens 
back home, both white and black, are 
treated justly. 

Continuing, he said that the black 
race has made the greatest progress of 
any people ever liberated from slavery 
He compared their condition with that 
of the Armenians, who, he said, have 
been ground under the merciless heels 
of the Turks for centuries for standing 
the One God. 

Aante-Bellum Negroes Lauded. 
Through the 5,000 years of the 
world’a history, Mr. Howell said, loy- 
alty was never better illustrated than 

» the ante-bellum negroes of the 
south, who, when the heads of the house 
were in the armies fighting for Dixie, 
they guard over the wives and 
ehildren of their masters. In the words 
of Henry Grady, he observed, he wished 
to express the sentiments of the south- 
ern white men—‘‘Ever remember what 
they did, and may God forget my people 
when they forget these.” 

Several of the young negroes recent!y 
ommissioned at Fort Des Moines, sons 
of Atlanta men, were present, and oc- 
cupied seats on the stage.

M’CORMACK TO SING 
HERE IN NOVEMBER 


About the queerest looking structure 
that has ever been bullt in Atlanta is 
nearing completion in a certain interior 
finishing mill in the edge of the city. 
For a week or more it has excited the 
curiosity of the workmen and visitors 
at the factory. Nobody knew what it 
was or what it was to be used for ex- 
cept the foreman of the mill, and he 
let the secret out yesterday. 

This queer-looking contraption, look- 
like an enormous shell, 
is a sounding board to be installed on 
the stage of the Atlanta Auditorium, 
and is expected to add 100 per cent to 
the acoustics of the Auditorium, 

It will be given its first working test 
by John McCormack, the most popular 
singer in America, when he gives his 
concert there on Thanksgiving night. 

Mr. McCormack, like several other 
artists, complained after singing in the 
Auditorium that the vast space behind 
the stage and in the wings absorbed so 
sound waves that they did not 
reach the rear of the house with their 
full effect. In opera, this condition had 
not been so noticeable, for the stage is 
shut in by scenery, which acts as a 
sound board. 

The new. sound board now being com- 
pleted is forty feet high and fifty feet 
covering the entire stage. It is 
shaped like a shell, its upper edge 
curving over the singer. The design 
was furnished from the experiences of 
artists at the European front, who had 
found similar boards enabled singers 
to be heard by many thousands in the 


open air. Dan A, McGuirk, manager of 
the local McCormack engagement, 
which will be for the benefit of the 
Assoctated Charities, has been watch- 
ing the building of the board with in- 
terest.

LA FOLLETTE ATTACKS 
“LIBELOUS” CHARGES 


Washington, October 21.—Senator La 
Follette issued a statement tonight de- 
nying and denouncing as “libelous and 
mendacious” charges that he has been 


attempting to obstruct the Liberty bond 
sale by circulating certain speeches 
made by him in the senate during the 
war revenue bill debate. The senator 
that he had circulated only 
three pamphlets, printed at his own ex- 
pense, containing portions of what he 
said during the debate, for the sole rea- 
son that he believed it would “aid in 
awakening a public interest and in or- 
ranizing a public opinion which would 
induce congress at the next session to 
more adequately and justly tax war 
profits and surplus incomes.” 

These pamphlets, he said, included no 
part of a speech in which he referred 
to the influence which the refusal of 
congress to properly tax wealth might 
have upon the next bond sale. This ref- 
erence, he added, would have reposed in 
“harmless security” in the Congres- 
sional Record, if newspapers represent- 
ing war profits had not brought it out 
with their charge that he was franking 
it out by the thousands. The state- 
ment was made in the senate, the sena- 
tor said, because he thought it ought 
to appeal to senators as a reason for 
voting higher Aaxes on wealth, and he 
would continug to fight for such higher 
taxes.

New York, October 21.—A comparison 
of food costs in the principal cities of 
the United States, made public by the 
health department here tonight, shows 
that the cheapest wholesale dietary for 
a family of five, consisting of a man, 
wife and three children, costs $9.89 a 
week in Chicago, which is more than 
any other city in the country. The 
same standard dietary costs $9.67 a 
week in New York city; $9.25 in New 
Orleans; 39.14 in Boston, and $9.12 in 
San Francisco. The average for twen- 
ty-four cities and towns in the United 
States was $9.43.
